So. far as international boxing su-
premacy Is concerned America still
leads the world, holding five world's
titles in the eight classes and possess-
Ing more boxers of ability than any
other country on the globe. This su-
periority In ring affairs has Dbeen
meintained despite the fact that box-
ing In Europe and Australia has made
great strides In the last few years, It

Is questionable if glove fighting has |

ever been more popular in Englund
than at the present time, notwith-
standing the drawback of a paucity of
able fightors.

France also has maintained inter-
est In the roped square game and Bel-
gium has advanced surprisingly, hav-
ing developed severnl men of un-
doubted ability.

However, while they have plenty of
ambitious youngsters in the Old World
cager to guin laurels in the ring, they
secm to have lost the art of develop-
ing thelr fighters to a high standard of
excellence.  Every boxer of class in
the old country who has been pitted
aguinst an American opponent during
the last year suffered overwhelming
defoat.

No boxing event of the past nuagter
af a century has shown more conclu-
sively the superiority of Americands
over foreigners than ithe contest be-
tweon Jack Dempsey und Georges Unr-
pentior on July ¢ lmst. Coming o this
vountry as the heavywelght conmplon
of Euarope and the acknowledged supe-
rlor af every man in the division on
the other side of the ocean, Carpentier
